I mcnt  is  rushing  into  an  arrangement 
with  the  municipalities  which  once  codified 
will  he  found  to  be  final.  The  purpose  is 
set  out  in  a number  of  amending  statutes 
finding  their  way  into  the  legislature.  The 
s«»quostration  of  the  sales  tax  is  outright 
action,  under  which  the  province  hence- 
forth will  take  all  of  its  proceeds.  The 
haste  to  appease  the  municipalities  with 
specific  grants  this  year  in  aid  of  school 
costs  may  have  satisfied  Victoria  and 
Rurnaby.  both  promised  special  conci- 
sions; but  leaves  Vancouver,  where  there 
is  the  largest  school  enrollment,  very  much 
on  the  short  end  of  the  deal. 

Through  its  present  formula  the  gov- 
ernment has  woven  sales  tax,  social 
security,  school  costs,  municipal  land 
assessment,  a new  industrial  property  tax. 
and  school  board  loan  authority  together 
in  a tight  legislative  pattern  wherein  each 
piece  rests  on  some  other.  It  has  yet  to 
he  shown  for  instance  that  the  K0-L*0 
amended  formula  of  social  service  grants, 
after  the  loss  by  the  municipalities  of  their 
one-third  of  the  sales  tax  can  in  fact  he 
Absorbed  by  the  cities  in  their  budgets. 


powers  are  a wholly  new  feature.  Victoria 
City,  under  its  refunding  acts  of  1934  and 
1937,  may  find  no  little  embarrassment  in 
that  regard.  Special  assessment  rolls  for 
school  purposes,  under  close  provincial 
control,  open  a wide  and  highly  contentious 
field.  The  principle  of  an  improvement 
tax  on  industrial  and  other  "fixtures''  w 
quite  as  challenging  in  another  direction. 

In  short,  British  Columbia  municipali- 
ties are  tieing  asked,  almost  sight  unseen, 
to  swallow  a wholly,  new  formula  for 
provincial-municipal  agreement  over  a 
wide  field  of  their  finances.  Had  a year 
been  taken  to  discuss  these  matters  calmly, 
and  some  of  them  are  not  without  merit 
on  their  own  account,  that  might  have  been 
more  productive  of  concurrence  in  the  long 
run.  As  matters  stand,  if  Premier  Bennett 
presses  these  bills  as  written  through  the 
House,  ihe  deal  will  be  made  and  these 
rules  will  then  be  law.  It  will  be  too  late 
then  for  the  municipalities  to  sav  they  do 
not  like  the  result,  and  too  late  for  the 
government  to  season  what  looks  like  snap 
judgment  with  more  reflection  and  wis- 
dom. On  an  Issue  so  complex  and  undis- 
cussed why  this  tremendous  rush? 


School  Boards’  Loan  Authority 


IN  Bill  80,  the  proposed  Board  of  School 
Trustees  Enabling  Act  introduced  in  the 
legislature  this  week,  the  provincial  gov- 
ernment is  making  obvious  its  intention  to 
extend  borrowing  powers  for  capital  con- 
struction to  the  district  school  boards  of 
the  province.  The  explanatory  note 
accompanying  the  bill  is  crystal  rlear  on 
this  purpose,  and  reads  as  follows: 

"The  Act  to  amend  the  Public  Schools 
Act  provides  a new  method  of  financing 
new  school  buildings  after  approval  has 
been  given  by  the  passing  of  appropriate 
by-laws  by  the  electors. 

"No  longer  will  del**ntures  for  school 
purposes  be  issued  by  municipalities  The 
authority  to  do  so  is  to  lie  transferred  to 
school  boards. 

"No  longer  will  the  provincial  govern- 
ment contribute  50  per  cent  of  the  ro<t 
of  such  projects  by  cash  payments.  Instead. 
It  is  proposed  to  authorize  school  lion  ids 
to  issue  debentures  for  the  total  cost  of 
the  project  and  to  share,  on  a 50-50  basis. 
In  the  annual  charges  for  interest  and  prin- 
cipal repayment.  The  province  is  to 
guarantee  the  debentures  in  respect  of 
principal  and  interest. 


"If  is  necessary  to  provide  for  those 
situations  in  which  projects  are  in  progress 
under  the  old  grant  scheme  and  to  arrange 
for  their  completion  by  Transfer  to  the 
new  method  of  financing.  It  is  hoped  to 
clean  up  these  existing  situations  in  not 
more  than  two  years. 

"Recause  of  this  temporary  situation, 
if  is  thought  wise  to  provide  machinery 
for  the  change  by  means  of  an  enabling 
act. 

"There  are  three  possible  situations  to 
deal  with.  In  all  cases,  by-laws  have 
received  the  approval  of  the  ratepayers, 
but  the  succeeding  steps  are  in  various 
stages." 

Extraordinary  estimates,  of  course,  in- 
clude all  matters  of  outlay  not  contained 
in  the  ordinary  school  budgets,  which  will 
still  have  to  go  before  the  municipal 
councils  concerned.  The  anomaly  here  is 
that  the  school  Ixtards  with  provincial 
assent  will  lie  able  to  short-circuit  muni- 
cipal council  approval  on  heavy  capital 
expenditures,  whereas  their  ordinary  day 
in  and  day  out  expenditures  will  still  be 
subject  to  review  by  the  representatives 
of  those  who  have  to  find  the  money 
through  taxation. 


A Park  To  Be  Proud  Of 


ALDKRMANIC  critics  of  Beacon  Hill 
Park  surely  were  straying  off  the 
proper  track  when  they  offered  adverse 
comment.  The  City  Council  does  not  exist 
to  promote  the  tourist  trade,  but  instead 
to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  taxpayers 
who  live  here.  What  if  Butch  arts  Gardens 
are  more  of  a tourist  lure?  What  if  other 
North  American  cities  have  as  good  a park 
as  has  Victoria?  What  on  earth  have 
these  points  got  to  do  with  the  subject? 

The  famous  Butchart  attraction  is  a 
garden,  not  a park,  so  any  comparison  in 
this  connection  is  irrelevant.  In  any  case 
Beacon  Hill  Park  was  deeded  in  trust  for 
the  benefit  of  Victoria  citizens  and  It  has 
been  developed  into  a thing  of  grace  and 
beauty  precisely  for  that  purpose  Visitors 
are  indeed  welcome  to  share  its  shaded 
pnths  and  lovely  flowers  and  lakes,  and 
many  of  them  have  found  content  and  hap- 
piness in  so  doing,  but  the  park  is  essen- 
tially for  the  people  who  live  here. 

Indeed  it  is  the  only  real  park  in  the 
whole  Greater  Victoria  district,  and  it  pro- 
vides during  most  months  of  the  year  a 


haven  deeply  appreciated  by  the  thousands 
of  people  from  all  four  municipalities  who 
enjoy  its  amenities.  Victoria  would  cer- 
tainly be  a bleak  place  without  Beacon 
Hill  Park i which  the  care  and  devotion  of 
the  parks  department  has  brought  to  a 
line  flowering  fruition.  No  master  that 
there  may  be  bigger  or  even  better  parks 
elsewhere  on  this  continent.  Beacon  Hill 
is  an  asset  in  which  the  people  of  Victoria 
can  take  justifiable  pride.  It  would  be 
unthinkable  that  false  economy  should 
cause  it  to  run  to  seed 

Happily  commonsense  has  prevailed 
and  the  threat  to  the  park  budget  has  been 
negatived.  Possibly  there  are  ways  in 
which  park  operation  expenses  might 
slightly  reduced,  but  it  would  be  extreme 
folly  to  interfere  in  this  manner  to  an 
extent  that  would  undo  the  work  of  years 
and  depreciate  what  is  by  alfodds  one  of 
this  city’s  most  beautiful  haunts.  The 
many  park  lovers,  in  fact  the  community 
as  a whole,  would  be  deeply  resentful  if 
Beacon  Hill  Park  were  to  he  despoiled  in 
any  way.

Highway 
To  Alaska 

By  FRANK  KELLEY- 

FOR  *ome  years  before  the  war 
began  In  1939  The  Colonist  de- 
voted a lot  of  space  in  support  of  a 
more  or  less  direct  highway  between 
Washington  Stale  ancf  Ihe  Territory 
of  Alaska  leading  men  from  the 
I S.  and  its  northern  territory  were 
In  favor  of  having  »uch  a highway 
traverse  British  Columbia,  although 
Albertans,  with  commendable  zeal, 
argued  mightily  concerning  the  ad- 
vantages of  carrying  on  Its  construc- 
tion from  the  end  of  existing  high- 
way* In  that  province.  The  fortunes 
of  war  decided  in  favor  of  the  Al- 
bertan* when  the  military  exoerts 
decreed  their  string  of  flying  fields 
across  ihe  north  country  might  not 
meet  etpectalions  unless  aerved  by 
a continuous  roadway. 

Whether  or  not  the  route  a*  advo- 
cated through  B.C.  happened  to  be 
the  shorter  or  the  more  economical 
to  carry  out,  it  I*  also  possible,  war 
or  no  war.  that  Alberta  proponents 
would  still  have  had  their  way.  hut 
the  deciding  factor,  as  everyone  will 
remember,  lay  with  U.5>.  army  en- 
gineer!, and  when  their  recommenda- 
tion* were  checked  by  the  US. 
treasury,  the  people  of  the  US.  pa  d 
for  It. 

Under  all  the  circumstance*  of  the 
lime,  construction  of  the  Alaska 
Highway  where  now  located  was  un- 
doubtedly the  farsighted  thing  to 
tarry  out.  A*  a military  necessity, 
the  road  may  continue  to  be  im- 
portant until  such  time  a*  the  world 
'»  hoped  for  happening)  becomes 
*ane  again.  At  the  same  time  lhat 
highway  will  also  be  important  in 
Ihe  development  of  our  north  country 
tegai dies*  of  the  fact  that  the  most 
direct  route  for  a highway  linking 
Washington  Stale  and  Aln*ka  ia 
through  British  Columbia.

There  are  several  ways  by  which 
a north  and  south  road  could  he  lo- 
cated through  B.C.  One  (as  advocated 
In  this  paper  from  1930  until  It  was 
decided  to  build  the  highway  »«  a 
military  necessity!  would  pro- 
ceed from  the  vicinity  of  Prince 
George  through  the  northern  portion 
of  the  Rocky  Mountain  trench  from 
Summit  Lake  via  McLeod  Iaike.  the 
Pack  and  Parsnip  Rivers  to  Finlay 
Fork*,  from  where  it  would  follow 
the  Finlay  River  to  Siftort  Pass  and 
over  lhat  divide  to  Kachlka  River 
• nd  the  Liard  River,  where  it  would 
tunned  with  ihe  existing  Alaska 
Highway. 

At  the  same  time  another  route 
w*«  favored  by  the  I'X  commission 
sent  to  British  Columbia  to  study  all 
the  feasibilities  which  signified  its 
preference  for  a highway  ihat  would 
• nahlr  short  branches  to  he  built  into 
Als*ka  Panhandle  communities.  That 
road  woqld  also  atari  near  Prince 
George  and  proceed  vis  Fort  St. 
James  to  Telegraph  Creek  and  nn 
through  Nahlin  to  Atlln.  where  it 
would  join  the  present  highway.  Of 
the  two  routes,  the  first  mentioned 
w-ould  be  the  more  economical  to  con- 
struct. 

An  Alaska  highway  through  B.C 
got  *ome  publicity  in  1930.  That  was 
the  year  when  B-C  's  Premier  S*  F. 
1'olmie  organized  a motorcade  over 
the  proviftce*  moat  distant  highway* 
lo  llazelton.  The  preliminary  history 
of  a north  and  «ou(h  road  la  a lot 
older  than  that,  however.  A*  far  back 
a»  1905  I had  heard  "small  talk" 
about  aurh  a road  In  1925  road- 
builder  MacDonald,  for  years  locating 
engineer  for  Alaska  Road  Commis- 
sion. showed  considerable  Interest  in 
the  project. 

A direct  nort hand -south  highway 
through  R.U.  ia  something  wonh 
thinking  about;  hut  before  B.C.  gets 
Interested  In  another  Alaska  highway 
let  us  think  about  a through  highway 
for  Vancouver  Island.

TRADE  Minister  Howe's  new  no- 
ex  port  policy  on  gas  has  much 
to  commend  it  to  eastern  Canadian*.

That  disposes  of  the  "unitization 
plan"  for  the  shared  use  of  the  con- 
tinent s gas  resources,  This  Idea 
contemplated  ihe  export  nf  Albert* 
ga*  to  the  western  United  States 
while  eastern  Canada  imported  Texas 
ga*. 

Ga*  producer*  would  make  more 
mnpey  sooner  by  selling  to  the  U.S. 
lhan  they  will  now  that  they  must 
wait  until  a 1.400-mile  pipeline  ts 
bull!  to  Toronto  along  a route  north 
of  the  Great  I^ikes.  Indeed.  Howe 
readily  admitted  that  at  first  a gas* 
pipeline  to  Ontario  and  Quebec  "Is 
unlikely  to  he  profitable,  either  for 
the  producers  of  the  gas  or  for  the  ■ 
owner*  of  the  pipeline."

According  to  Premier  Manning  of 
Alberta.  It's  lack  of  expurt  market* 
which  Is  causing  stagnation  in  his 
province's  oil  and  gas  Industry.  Po- 
litical opponent*  of  the  federal  gov- 
ernment. Including  Manning*  own 
Social  Credlter*.  no  doubt  will  blame 
Ottawa's  noexport  policy  for  this  •‘it- 
nation,  hut  it  isn't  a*  simple  as  that. 


The  policy  of  Manning's  govern- 
ment I*  il<  to  refuse  to  allow  "wet" 
gas  to  move  outside  the  province 
under  any  circumstances,  and  * 2 • to 
refuse  lo  export  "dry"  gas  until  Ii  x 
certain  there  is  enough  lo  meet  all 
Alberta’s  present  and  future  needs. 

Wet  gas  contains  chemical  impurt- 
lies  more  valuable  than  the  gas.  With 
them.  Albertans  hope  to  build  a great 
new  chemic  al  industry.  But  they  are 
handicapped  in  the  development  of 
such  Industry  because  they  have  no 
export  market  a*  yet  for  the  vast 
quantities  of  dry  gas,  useful  only  as 
fuel,  which  these  plants  would  turn 
out  as  by-products. 

If  they  could  export  this  to  the 
northwestern  states,  their  Industrial 
boom  would  increase  In  tempo.  But 
Howe  has  ruled  in  effect  that  they 
must  keep  their  ga*  bottled  in  the 
ground  until  there's  a pipeline  built 
lo  carry  the  dry  ga*  to  eastern 
Canada. 

* ♦ * 

Albert*  oil  already  is  flowing  east- 
ward  bv  pipeline  to  Superior.  Wist. 
Soon  Ihe  line  will  be  extended 
through  Michigan  lo  Sarnia.  Ont.  The 
distance  from  Gretna.  Man.,  to  Sarnia 
hv  this  route  is  939  miles  as  com- 
pared with  1.34 1 miles  north  of  t*,r 
lakes.  Nevertheless,  the  ga*  line  will 
follow  the  longer  route. 

The  reason  Is  that  oil  Is  refined  at 
Sarnia  and  the  finished  products  aie 
piped  or  shipped  to  storage  area*  for 
sale  and  distribution  to  consumer*. 
However,  gns  has  to  hr  piped  in  con- 
tinuous and  assured  supplv. 

Thus  Trans  Canada  Pipe  fjne’* 
planned  $350,000,000  line  will  supply 
Fort  William  and  Port  Arthur  aid 
other  centre*  before  It  reaches  con- 
sumer* in  southern  Ontario  and  Que- 
bee.  The  latter  consequently  will  pnv 
more  for  the  gas  — the  extra  m t 
l»eing  In  effect  a subsidy  to  bring  gas 
to  northern  Ontario.

The  situation  as  in  Uanada.  has 
become  -o  had  that  many  American 
lartn  products  cannot  be  sold  in  the 
international  market  and  Hie  farm- 
i r*  are  demanding  that  the  import* 
from  Uanada  be  shut  out  a*  '‘com- 
petition that  threaten*  an  American 

industry/' 

Mr  Benson  has  said  lhat  govern- 
ment Intervention  In  farm  produc- 
tion and  marketing  should  be  made 
only  a*  insurance  against  disaster 
and  he  intends  to  taper  off  subsidies 
and  control*  to  that  end.  Hear,  hear!

If  you  rent  as  much  as  a single  ruom  in  your 
hotisi*,  income  from  this  source  must  be  considers  I 
in  prcfiaring  your  1952  income  lax  form.  , 

Only  in  those  cases  where  your  gross  e\p»discs 
in  renling  a room  exceed  the  total  income,  may  you 
safely  ignore  this  source  of  income. 

Naturally,  persons  making  a living  or  a good 
portion  of  their  income  from  rentals  would  under- 
stand that  this  income  Is  taxable. 

But  it  also  must  he  remembered  that  Ihe  person 
who  only  augments  income  by  renting  part  of  a 
dwelling  is  equally  liable  in  taxation  on  this  score 
There  are  thousands  of  these  individual  room 
rentals,  housekeeping  room,  single  suites,  and  *t-(«arate 
apartments  in  Greater  Victoria. 


Thei^»  are  allowable  expenses  which  can  be  sub- 
tracted from  this  rental  income.  But  it  must  l»e 
remembered  that  the  expense*  are  cut  when  only  one 
or  two  rooms  are  let. 

For  example,  if  all  the  space  in  a liuilding  is  let, 
the  total  expenses  can  be  claimed.  If  only  one  room 
in  a five-room  house  is  let.  then  one-fifth  of  the  totaJ 
expenses  of  the  dwelling  can  be  charged. 

If  you  own  an  apartment  house  and  occupy  one 
of  the  suites,  figure  it  this  way — if  the  apartment 
block  has  10  suite*,  eliminate  one-tenth  of  the  allow- 
able expenses  on  the  entire  building. 

The  allowable  expenses  include  property  taxes, 
insurance  other  than  life  insurance,  fire  protection 
rales,  the  cost  of  light,  heat  and  wafer  that  is  supplied, 
ordinary  repairs,  mortgage  interest  (but  not  pay- 
ment* nn  principal  1,  and  capital  cost  allowance 
(depreciation).
